chiefly inthe hitherto unknown districts, with 
the object of collecting thaterlals for a book) 
bas furolshed us with some information on the

Mr. Davidson, who Is In constant communica- 
Hon with Formoss, expresses the optnion that 
the rising now belng quelled docs nat even re- 
motely ‘owe {ts orlgin to the oppression and 
misconduct of Japanese offictals, Wher Lta 
fied to the maloland those,of his soldiers who 
did not escape withdrew towards tha faterlor 
and maintalned themselves.in a state more oF 
fess of brignudage. As the Japanose arca of 
adminstration increases, tha now owners of 
the {sland come {nto tonch with the law. 
less communities, and az the bandit firmly 
belleves that the fall streagth of the power which 
-essays to Impose laws upon blm {Is representéd 
by the casporal's guard that first appears, he 
asually realsts, Sometimes, too, he fs success

nature of things proceed slowly, Meaowhite {o 
teo many cases the souls of the Ignorant ‘psople 
are worrled out of them, and seedless Iil-feeling 
created by the absurd restrictions of whipper- 
snappers, whose actions [f they come before 
headquarters—which Is not often, becanse of 
the lack of means of communicatlon—are. 
promptly disapproved by thelr superfors,
